Rg LWAYs in the past, we 
xi have had frequent let- 
Sy from readers who 
= politely tell us that you 
“} are running a _ stamp 
paper and should stick to 
stamp matters and forget the daily 
troubles of the world, whenever we 
printed remarks about something that 
they considered not akin to stamps. 

How anyone can go on living in 
days like this without thinking and 
speaking of world affairs is more than 
we can understand unless perhaps, 
they have no radio and read no news- 
papers, thus being in the position of 
some of the “Hill Folk,” whom leg- 
end has it, are still fighting the civil 
war. 





World affairs have always had a 
great influence on stamps and stamp 
collecting and in later years this in- 
fluence has been multiplied a hundred 
fold over what it was forty years ago.

Polish Word is at hand from the Po- 
Error lish Embassy in New York 

regarding information pub- 
lished last week about the new set of

groszy denomination. It appears now 
that this information is incorrect and 
that instead of a 85 groszy stamp 
there is one of 55 groszy instead.

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Red Cross Stamp 
Auction in London 





A copy of the “Catalogue of the 
Auction Sale of Postage Stamps in 
aid of the Duke of Gloucester’s Red 
Cross and St. John Fund” came from 
London by First Class Air mail under 
a 10 shilling stamp. The large envel- 
ope covering the Catalogue ap- 
propriately carried the usual Censors 
Label and makes a War Cover that 
goes fittingly with the catalogue of 
this remarkable sale. 

The sale in six sessions to be held 
on December 30th, 3lst and January 
Ist is a remarkable one both in view 
of the great interest it has created 
and because of the wonderful array 
of interesting and the wide range of 
the material included. Unlike a large 
collection which would show stamps 
from most countries and perhaps a 
few odd lots at the end, this sale 
does show stamps from a very wide 
range of countries, but mostly the 
more choice pieces and then it is 
spotted with outstanding pieces and 
collectors items that are entirely 
missing in an ordinary collection. 

Among the notable pieces offered 
are the complete set of the original 
artists drawings in color of the new 
set of Polish stamps which were an- 
nounced for issue December 15. Cov- 
ers addressed to the King of England 
in care of President Roosevelt at 
Hyde Park, N. Y. when the King vis- 
ited here in 1939. Artists sketches of 
a recent issue of Free France stamps. 
Original Airgraph letter from General 
Sir Archibald Wavell to General Sir 
John Dill and many other outstand- 
ing items that would make any col- 
lection ene to be admired. Besides 
stamps there is also many lots of 
Postal History items as well as Phila- 
telic Literature etc. 

The catalogue is of 56 pages and 
cover, and contains eight pages of 
plates of choice items. Catalogues 
are sold at one shilling each and en- 
title the purchaser to an advance 
viewing of the lots and admission to 
the sale. 

A feature of the sale will be the 
auctioneering of the lots by promi- 
nent British collectors and auction 
dealers. Included with the catalogue 
which consists of 1102 lots is a printed 
list of estimated valuations on the 
various lots. We note no lots under a 
Pound in value while there are large 
numbers running from 5 to 25 Pounds 
and more. The highest valuation is 
placed on a collection of British Em- 
pire stamps numbering about 6000 
varieties and is valued at 285 Pounds. 

The object of the sale is to pro- 
vide funds for the Red Cross and St. 


John Fund for a single day, the esti- 
mated cost of which is ten thousand 
Pounds. This fact sheds some light on 
the terrible cost of war and the con- 
tribution thus being made by collec- 
tors, while seemingly of considerable 
magnitude shrinks into a mere 365th 
of a year. 

The catalogue includes also a list of 
donors of the stamps offered as well 
as an extensive list of cash donors. 
Also mentioned as donors are leading 
dealers and auction houses of London 
as well as printers and engravers 
who have contributed to the produc- 
tion of the catalogue. 

The slogan of the sale is “Bid Til] 
it Hurts.” 

The publishers of Linn’s Weekly 
Stamp News are indebted to Robson 
Lowe of London, for a copy of the 
catalogue along with a letter and 
other details. 


U.S. Used Abroad 


Collectors greatly prize covers 
which show stamps of any country 
used in another country, just as our 
U. S. stamps have been used in 
Shanghai. It may be news to many 
collectors that certain of our United 
States Stamps are permitted to be 
used in the Philippine Islands for 
postage to the United States and 
that likewise certain Philippine Is- 
land stamps are permitted to be 
used in the United States to prepay 
postage to the Philippines. 

Section 147, Paragraph 3 of the 
United States Postal Laws says: 
“Embossed stamped envelopes, single 
1-cent postal cards, and the reply 
half of double postal cards of the 
United States shall be accepted for 
postage in the Philippine Islands 
when directed to addresses in the 
United States, and such envelopes 
and postal cards of the Philippine Is- 
lands shall be accepted for postage 
in the United States when directed 
to addresses in the Philippine Is- 
lands.” 

It should be noted that the ruling 
specifically states Embosed Stamped 
Envelopes and 1-cent postal cards. 
The object of this is doubtless to 
provide a means whereby return post- 
age may be provided correspondents 
as is the custom in some cases. 
Ordinary postage stamps are not 
permissible. 

Visible proof of this use of postal 
cards lies on my desk before me now 
in a Postal Card which I mailed to 
Mr. Pablo M. Espiridion some months 
ago and which was mailed by him to 
our address from Manila and is post- 
marked Nov. 19, 1941. It came to our 
office December 22nd.

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“Writing Up” A 
Stamp Collection 


By Russell K. Peacock 





Whenever several stamp collectors 
get together, a favorite topic of con- 
versation is whether a_ collection 
should, or should not, be “written 

’ Most collectors today will, I am 
sure, agree that too much write up 
is as bad as not enough. There should 
be a “happy medium.” I feel that a 
write-up is necessary, first: to show 
that you really know something 
about the country which you are 
collecting, and second: to make the 
collection more interesting to a per- 
son not informed about that particu- 
lar country. I try to make it a prac- 
tice to use enough write up to enable 
even a non-collector to know why 
such a stamp was issued, and the 
subject represented thereon. I would 
like to use my Egyptian collection 
as an illustration of how a modest 
collection can be written up and pre- 
sented in such a way as to make it 
look more valuable than it really is. 

I have typed up an introduction in 
brief form, regarding the location, 
area, population, customs, monetary 
unit and chief industries of Egypt. 
I have devoted several pages to 
maps, and on one page have mounted 
a small silk flag of the country. 

Along with the first issue of 
stamps, I have cxplained that this 
odd looking set was issued due to 
the fact that the ancient Moslem 
laws prohibited the portrayal on a 
stamp of any living being or scenic 
view. This idea did not last long as 
the second issue of Egypt contained 
pictures of the — a os

Pompey’s Pillar and  Cleopatra’s 
needle, all being symbolic of Egypt’s 
past glory. Brief notes appear be- 
neath stamps picturing Rameses II, 
the Goddess isis, Amenhotep, Sphinx, 
Phyramids, etc., explaining who and 
what they were. 


The Postal Union issue offered a 
fine opportunity for a write up de- 
scribing the reckless extravagances 
of Khedive Ismail Pasha, who nearly 
bankrupted the country. Also the 
many commemorative sets; Geo- 
graphic, Agricultural, Railway, Cot- 
ton, Leper and Radio Congress issues 
need a word of explanation else 
person viewing a collection contain- 
ing many of these fine sets will not 
give them the attention they deserve. 

The covers that I received from 
my correspondents in Egypt, to- 


gether with photographs, booklets, 
post cards, stamps with inverted 
surcharges, proofs, various types of 


tax stamps (which are not listed in 
Scott’s catalog), and in fact any- 
thing that needs explaining in a col- 
lection should be written up. 


I have been told that I am “too 
painstaking” in mounting my collec- 
tion, (which, incidentally is, appro- 
priately enough, mounted on “Nile 
Green” sheets), but I am a confirmed 
believer in the old saying that “what 
is worth doing at all, is worth doing 
well”. In support of this theory, I 
might say I have seen very valuable 
collections mounted in a very sloppy 
manner, on the cheapest kind of 
paper, several pages from which 
collections would probably buy my 
entire collection. However, these 
otherwise fine collections have never 
taken a prize. 


To summarize the above, my con- 
stant aim has been to always make 
the collection “speak for itself,” be- 
cause while a great number of the 
people who see your collection prob- 
ably will recognize the stamps, on 
the other hand quite a number of 
slightly interested onlookers at a 
stamp show would wonder “what it 
was all about”, and after all, the ‘‘on 
looker of today will be the collector 
of tomorrow.”

Resume

Sobservation 

It is difficult to realize why so great 
a field as Philately has to offer its 
publications at so trifling a rate for 
subscriptions. We may be wrong, but 
it strikes us that if a man liked ci- 
gars, it would appear foolish to pre- 
sent him with cigarets. If a woman 
had a fondness for a romantic story,, 
one would not very well be doing the 


correct thing, if one gave that parti- 
cular person a book of technical re- 
cordings. It seems to have inculcated 
a belief that stamp readers only want 
cut and dried facts about stamps. The 
average reader is human. There are 
supposed to be ten million like him. If 
he reads one magazine, and then finds 
almost the same material in the oth- 
ers, he evinces little interest in cer- 
tain of the original efforts. Newspaper 
cover the like events and yet they are 
written up differently. Newspaper edi- 
tors have no choice in selecting what 
they do or do not favor. They must 
record the news, but in interesting 
fashion, which means different from 
the others. The average stamp editor 
or publisher, and I tread on delicate 
ground, very often interjects his own 
likes and dislikes for material prof- 
fered, whereas he should realize that 
stamp features are not written to 
please just one man, but for a collec- 
tive body of readers. 





A Little Head-Work 


It is recorded that Omar, the great 
philosopher, slept with his head on a 
stone. The Omar of Philately veritably 
sleeps with his head on a stamp al- 
bum, and that is one way of heading 
for pleasant dreams about elusive 
stamp classics.

A friend inquired, the other day, 
why we don’t mention the big shots in 
Philately. He sort of smiled when we 
replied that we hadn’t met a little 
shot yet. 


Sobservation 

Every once in a while someone will 
come along and try to explain what is 
wrong with Philately. Stamps, collec- 
tors, magazines, new issues, and ev- 
erything within the sphere are in- 
cluded in the harrangue. It is our 
humble contention that there is noth- 
ing wrong with Philately, and that 
there never was anything the matter 
with it. There are pretty close to ten 
million understanding people included 
in its far-flung captivations, and while 
many of the collectors vary in their 
pursuit of the hobby, there are few 
disgruntled results. The folks who fur- 
nish you with either stamps, accesso- 
ries, magazine material, or any of the 
exploitation necessities are always de- 
sirous of presenting what ever it may 
be in the best possible manner.

The Baltimore figure evidently is 
only approximately correct. No closer 
figure has been issued. It is evident 
that many collectors either cut down 
on the number of covers to be serv- 
iced or dropped out altogether as the 
denominations increased. This makes 
good reading for those who stuck with 
the issues to the end. 





A handy reference book of 52 
pages containing a chronological list 
of Air Mail Covers, by dates, is Kon- 
wiser’s Check List. This new booklet 
deals only with the officially recog- 
nized covers such as First Flights, 
Pioneer Flights, etc. The classification 
is done simply.

Too Late To Classify: 


Oakland, California dedicated Nov- 
ember 1 with type cachet. San Car- 
los, California dedicated their airport 
on the following day with a black ca- 
chet. The Kellogg Airport at Battle 
Creek, Michigan, which was to be 
dedicated on November 24, has given 
up such plans, probably temporarily. 
Adams Field at Little Rock, Arkan- 
sas was dedicated on November 11 
with a magenta map cachet. Calkins 
Air Terminal, Spokane, Washington, 
dedicated on November 9 with a blue 
black cachet. Oroville, California, 
dedicated its Municipal Airport on 
November 23 with a red cachet.

An Old German Custom 





The printer of the first issue of 
the stamps of Transvaal or South 
African Republic as it then was 
known, was paid with the money re- 
ceived by the government with ad- 
vance orders from stamp dealers 
and collectors. There was no bank in 
the republic and no means to cash 
drafts or exchange banknotes, so 
these were simply forwarded the 
printer. In fact the government went 
even further. It had ordered a 3 
pence stamp in the original order, 
but there was a delay in approving 
the first design submitted and the 
Postmaster-General wrote the deal- 
ers that they should apply to the 
printer in Germany and also wrote 
the printer telling him to sell the 
stamps at face value and apply 
moneys so received to the printing 
bill. Consequently the 8d stamp was 
in the hands of collectors some four 
months before any of the first South 
African stamps were issued and 
actually sixteen months before any 
3d were sold in the republic itself. 
The printer found business so good 
that when he shipped the plate for 
the 3d to Africa, he had a duplicate 
made and continued to print 3d 
stamps, and then made up plates for 
the other three values and supplied 
these as well. In 1871 he was stopped 
from selling them uncancelled, but 
continued to sell them “cancelled.” 


Tin Can Mail 


A newspaper clipping dated at 
Lake Worth, Florida and sent by W. 
G. Scholl, tells of a Tin Can Mail in 
Florida waters. It appears that 26 
letters were placed in a tin contain- 
er, painted red, a white flag was at- 
tached to the can and it was thrown 
overboard from a United Fruit line 
Steamship the Argual. C. F. Kins- 
man, an Army sergeant, picked the 
can up from the ocean and turned it 
over to the postoffice. The letters 
were placed in the mails and are on 
their way to the addressees. It is 
wondered whether these letters were 
part of an experiment by a stamp 
fan and if the letters were addressed 
stamp collectors. It will be interest- 
ing to learn if such is the case and 
if the letters were marked in any 
manner to so identify them.

Suspended Service 





A letter bearing a 80 cent Clipper 
stamp, postmarked Chicago July 25, 
1941 with a French address was re- 
ported as being returned to its Chi- - 
cago sender. The envelope bore the 
marks: “SERVICE SUSPENDED” 
the wording being both in English 
and French. No other marks or dates 
were affixed to the envelope to show 
how far the letter had traveled.

The past month should Fave been 
a busy one for the slogan cddicts as 
the Christmas greetings slugans lend 
color to any collectiou. There were 
more stock designs avaiable from 
the meter companies this seasou, and 
they are as pretty as the Christmas 
cards and they convey the same mes- 
sage. 

When a letter is sent special de- 
livery, it must bear a time cancella- 
tion in addition to the meter .mprint, 
so the post office places a postmark 
on the face of the cover to show the 
time of departure while the time of 
arrival is on the back of the cover. 
These make interesting variations for 
the meter fan who likes all postal 
markings. An oddity in metered covers 
appears from New York which has 
two cents paid on the face and the 
same on the reverse of cover. The 
Minute Man defense slogan is on both 
sides also. As this was addressed lo- 
cally, it may have been to make up a 
deficiency in postage. 

Marion Clarke of Indianapolis sent 
me a first day tape and cover from 
a new meter installed there on Oc- 
tober 27, 1941 number NPM 7041, 
with old indicia and new town circle. 

To the left of the indicia on KK 
meters is a space for the “P.L.&R.” 
slug and John Coulthard has designed 
a patriotic slogan to be used there. 
The Meter slogan Associates Novem- 
ber bulletin was mailed through me- 
ter 100022 with the society slogan and 
the tiny “Buy U. S. Savings Bonds” 
Pictorial with Uncle Sam giving the 
message. 

MSA McKee of New York has 
called my attention to the metered en- 
velope from the railroad which has 
letters R. R. S. printed thereon. He 
tells me these stand for Rail Road 
Statistician. 

The Queens County slug used on 
meter 103420 from Brooklyn was 
dropped during the month of Decem- 
ber while a greetings slogan appeared. 

The current issue of the Elizalde 
Stamp Journal of Manila, P. I. has 
an article and check list on Philippine 
meters by Floro Policarpio. He writes, 
“meter mail was approved in the Is- 
lands in the early part of 1929, but 
the first permit was not granted until 
July 20, 1983, and collector interest 
was not apparent until 1939,” so no 
doubt some of the early metered cov- 
ers are rare. 


There is a new meter slogan in use 
from Bismarck, North Dakota on 
meter 103503. It reads, “Official Mail, 
State of North Dakota, Buy Dakota 
Maid Flour.” The state owns a big 
elevator and flour mill at Grand Forks 
and every state institution advertises 
it by having “Buy Dakota Maid 
Flour” on stationery and all printed 
forms. The North Dakota Mill and 
Elevator uses meter 75147 with the 
slogan, “Dakota Maid New Whole 
Wheat Flour for All Kinds of Bak- 
ing.” These two are rare items and 
were sent to me by Miss Della Mathys 
MSA from Grand Forks.

Seebeck 


1857-1900 





President of the Hamilton 
Bank Note Co. 
Brooklyn, N. Y. 





Was born in Germany on February 
19, 1857 and died in New York on 
June 23, 1900. He had a stationery 
store, first in Vesey St. and later at 
97 Wall St., New York City. In 1884 
he became identified with the Hamil- 
ton Bank Note and Engraving Com- 
pany (of Brooklyn, N. Y.) actively 
taking charge at that time. Mr. See- 
beck made a collecting trip to the 
West Indies and north coast of South 
America in 1884 or 1885 for Mr. J. W. 
Scott. He left New York early in 
January 1889 (for Central America) 
and returned in April of the same 
year. 

He, as Secretary of the Hamilton 
Bank Note Co., made a 10 year con- 
tract with Salvador and one with Hon- 
duras which existed 6 years, and one 
with Nicaragua for 10 years, (and 
later one with Ecuador) to furnish 
all their stamps with a new issue 
each year free of charge if he was 
given back the remainders at the end 
of each year, and at least in the case 
of Salvador the privilege of reprint- 
ing from the plates for collectors and

dealers after the stamps were obso- 
lete. These reprints were printed on a 
smooth white paper heavier than the 
originals with whitish gum or on a 
coarse, thick paper with a heavy yel- 
lowish gum. Both papers exist with 
and without watermark. The first is- © 
sue of 1896 is on thin white paper 
while the second issue of 1896 and is- 
sues of 1897 and 1898 are on a thin, 
hard, translucent paper. Every exist- 
ing plate (except Salvador 1899, le, 
2c, 5¢ and 24c) was destroyed Novem- 
ber 9, 1911 in presence of John N. 
Luff, John A. Kleeman and P. F. 
Bruner.

Liberator of Czecho-Slovakia

At the east end of the central parkway of the Midway at the 
University of Chicago in Chicago, Illinois is being erected a monu- 
ment honoring Thomas G. Masaryk, liberator and former president of 
Czecho-Slovakia, the European democracy which was sold over the 
river. The base of this eight ton bronze memorial alone cost $30,000 
and is indeed a worthy tribute to Dr. Masaryk. 

It is timely to note that once again Thomas 
G. Masaryk is active in this country to once 
again liberate his beloved Czecho-Slovakia. It 
is also interesting to know that a man of Dr. 
Marasyk’s calibre finds relaxation from the 
weighty affairs of the world in the pursuit of 
the postage stamp. It is a fine compliment to 
the intellectual delights of our pleasant pas- 
time to include him as one of us stamp col-

chief builders of the former New Europe now 
war torn and red with destruction. His career 
will be one of the great romances that will 
live through the ages, a blend of the fairy story that became true his-

Dr. Masaryk, the son of a coachman, perhaps in his early youth 
dreamed his own dreams of success as we all do. But no doubt he did 
not go so far as to think he’d ever become the president of his coun- 
try and have his portrait appear on the stamps of the land of his 
birth. Yet all this came true in perfect fictional pattern. 

Not only in the fascinating realm of philately did Dr. Masaryk 
make a triumphant entry but the near future will find him once again 
making a similar entry into Czecho-Slovakia when it will be free and 
independent as it inevitable has to be.

Trading Companies 





It is reported that when the Charter 
of the Mozanbique Company expires 
early next year, it will not be renewed. 
The company intends to remain as an 
ordinary trading concern, but its 
stamps will be withdrawn. Thus an- 
other name will be added to the grow- 
ing list of Trading Companies which, 
apart from figuring as Empire Build- 
ers, also formed a colorful and promi- 
nent section of the catalogue. 

Not all, however, were granted the 
dignity of catalogue rank; there was, 
for example, Schluke and Mayr’s se- 
ries of five stamps for use between 
Dar-es-Salam and Victoria Nyanza, 
which had been authorized by the Gov- 
ernor of German East Africa. Unfor- 
tunately, the stamps did not arrive 
until after this trading concern had 
lost its contract. There are the quite 
respectable issues of the New Hebrides 
Trading Co., and the not so respect- 


able stamps of their French rivals; 
the queer labels issued by Anderson- 
Neary, Jones and Co., ostensibly for 
use between Egypt, Mesopotamia, Ar- 
menia and Kurdistan, and the cele- 
brated Brunei issue of 1894, produced 
under the egis of the then manager 
of the New Central Borneo Co. Ltd. 


These Brunei stamps are very in- 
teresting. Philatelically they must oc- 
cupy the same position as Charles I. 
does historically to you. Either you 
are all for or all against; there are 
no half measures. The issue figures in 
the Regent Catalogue and in the col- 
lections of quite a number of folk 
who are satisfied that an issue is gen- 
uine when authorised by an indepen- 
dent Sultan and placed on sale in his 
capital. I confess to being among 
them. 


The list is far from exhausted! We 
have the somewhat gaudy stamp of 
the Central . Pacific Coconut Planta- 
tions Ltd., without which letters from 
the island are not, apparently,

handled. Then there was the effort in 
1805 of the Oceanic Phosphate Co. to 
unload their Clipperton Island stamps 
upon an unwilling public. The com- 
pany, as legal owners of the island, 
were within their rights in issuing 
stamps, but made the great mistake 
of making sure that the cealers knew 
all about them in advance. According 
to Melville, “retribution” came in 
1910, when the King of Italy agreed 
to arbitrate between France and Mexi- 
co as to the ownership of the island, 
only to find that it had vanished! 

If we were to add the Steamship 
and Air Transport Companies that 
have issued stamps, our list would be 
almost boundless, but space does not 
permit! Of the many other trading 
concerns there is only room for 
a mention of the more than respect- 
able parcels post stamps of the Royal 
Greenland Trading Company—a Gov- 
ernment concern, without whose 
stamps you could neither send nor re- 
ceive parcels from that Danish colony, 
yet, almost alone amcngst European 
catalogues, Gibbons refuses to list 
them!—“Stamp Collectors’ Fort- 
nightly.” 


Grand Opening 





The tiny Republic of San Marino, 
which Napoleon and Mussolini have 
left undisturbed in their attempts at 
empire, in 1894 opened with great 
ceremony its new Government Palace, 
which for all the preparations would 
be thought to be much larger than 
it actually was. To celebrate the oc- 
casion postally and incidentally in- 
crease the coffers of the treasury, a 
series of three stamps were issued 
to be on sale for a limited period. 
Purchasers of $100 worth or more at 
a time received as a premium a 
“Busta Speciale” of which 2,000 were 
to be manufactured. This was a 
large envelope and the stamp design 
on it was as large as a current envel- 
ope such as used today. The Busta 
Speciale turned out to be one big 
bust for the envelopes were to be 
found in later years in dealer's 
stocks for sale for a few cents. 


@ Once a lady inquired at an Illinois 
post office if the clerk had any 
mourning stamps.

next year they would need four vol- 
umes if they had to publish the Pre- 
cancel Catalog. Too I’ll wager what- 
ever change is made in the precancel 
catalog it will be with much less fuss 
than with the foreign catalog, much 
less. Be that as it may and getting 
back to our knitting Hoovers have out- 
lined several plans that were discussed 
some time back and ask for other 
feasable plans to be considered. There 
are two plans under consideration 
now, one of which has been aired in 
this column lgng ago and was origi- 
nally suggested by editor Linn. This 
to have a number of price scales laid 
out in the front of the book and assign 
a scale to each type of precancellation 
in each town. This plan would really 
reduce the space requirement but the 
chief complaint is that one or two 
items in certain type may be way out 
of the assigned scale and that it 
would be out of reason to expect 
dealers to sell at, or collectors to trade 
such items just to meet the require- 
ments of a scale. Look in your Scott’s 
and you will see what I mean. A set 
of stamps all values of which are 
priced at a few cents except one or 
two which are priced in dollars. It 
happens in precancels too. The other 
plan is to omit the value and use only 
the control number and assign a price, 
such as 690... 20 706... 25 this ar- 
rangement with the other reasonable 
reductions in space would reduce the 
size of the catalog in half and with 
all the new types and additions should 
not be as large a book as the present 


edition. C. W. Sachs of Columbus sug- 


gested this method and we feel that 
with perhaps a few minor additions 
and changes it should be given the 
greatest consideration. The only ob- 
jection to this method is that the 
value is omitted but I do not think 
it is a drawback as already collectors 
are extensively using the assigned 
Hoover numbers. We believe this edi- 
tion will be net priced.

Change In Air Mail 





Postmaster General Frank C. 
Walker announced today that air 
mails of United States origin for the 
Netherlands Indies, North Borneo, 
Sarawak, Straits Settlements, Malaya, 
Burma, Unoccupied China and the 
Near East countries of Palestine, 
Turkey and Syria, which, prior to the 
outbreak of the war, were carried over 
the Trans-Pacific air mail route, will 
now be promptly routed via the new 
South Atlantic air mail route and 
Africa, 

Air mail for the above points will 
hereafter be dispatched through Mi- 
ami to Lagos, Nigeria in Africa by 
way of Port of Spain, Trinidad; 
Belem, Brazil; and Bathurst, Gambia, 
Africa. At Lagos, Nigeria direct con- 
nections will be made with existing 
British Empire air mail service now 
operating between Lagos and Singa- 
pore and also the Netherlands Indies. 


@ To encourage Danish soldiers to 
write home and to nullify their ex- 
cuse that they had neither the money 
or writing materials, the government 
during the last war supplied its 
men with a free postal card and 
letter card each week.

In the next couple weeks we will make definite arrangements with 
the editors of the different departments featured in the Collector with 
regard to their copy for the issues of the weekly starting with Feb- 
ruary. 

This change is made because of present world conditions which 
we are attempting to anticipate and face before conditions force other 
changes. When the present emergency is over, we may or may not 
again establish The Collector as an individual magazine. 

In the meantime, we believe the arrangement proposed will be for 
the best interest of all concerned and we hope that we may through 
this arrangement be enabled to improve Linn’s Weekly Stamp News, 
since we will hereafter be concentrating all our efforts on the single 
publication.
